Sectently, we received the final report of the Saiioaal Cap- 
ital gle a ning Ceraaission approving oar proposal to locate the 
new Central Intelligence Agency besd<juarters building on a por- 
tion of the Bureau of Public loads property at. Langley, Virginia . 
In view of the sincere interest you have expressed In this matter, 
m would like you to know that we have decided to proceed with 
oust plans to locate cur building at that site. Among all of the 
properties we have studied, we sincerely believe that the Langley 
property provides the site best suited to can* needs. 

We regret, of course, that it is impossible to obtain w&h- 
#6pmm agreement with- this decision, but I «a sure you realize 
that thia condition would obtain in connection with any site 
selected for an installation at this stase; and we are, of course, 
limited to the selection of' only one. We have the most sincere 
respect for the views you have m&xmmi l in this regard, and 
deeply appreciate having had the opportunity to consider' them in 
connection with the final selection of cur site.
